This will be welcomed by Uni- 
versity students anxious for work 
during the summer holidays. Lett 
year about 800 science under- 
graduates were given jobs in this 
work and it is expected almost as 
many will be needed this year. 


START EARLIER 


The surveys will start earlier this

PENSIONS OR CHAOS 

| Production in the United States, President 
Roosevelt says, is ‘about back to the high point 
before the depression,” but “only 80 per cent 
as many human beings are engaged in turning 
out that production’—and drawing wages. 

The other 20 per cent are living on relief, 
or on their savings, or picking up a precarious 
subsistence in ways known only to themselves— 
along with five or ten per cent more who have 
come of age and joined the jobless army since 
the slump occurred. 

Wherefore the President thinks employers 
should stop employing children and shorten the 
working week—and that people should be re- 
tired from the tndustrial grind at 65 years— 
with pensions large enough to support them, 
it is to be assumed. 

All his political opponents have to say offi- 
cially in response is that Mr. Roosevelt does not 
say how he proposes to bring these things to 
pass.

What is true in the United States is true in 
Canada. An “old” man is no longer wanted in 
industry, and he is industrially “old” when he 
reaches 65 years—long before that, as a matter 
of fact. 

Retigal pensions at 65, probably at 60, are due 
in both countries, and due now. There isn’t 
any other way to adjust society to the facts 
of machine production. And as the machine is 
here and here to stay, that adjustment has to be 
made or chaos is in prospect.

When the Chinese monarchy fell in 1911, Czarist Russ sia | 
helped Outer Mongolia to split off from the weakened China. 

When the Czar fell in Russia, China tried to get the territory back 
but Soviet troops were rushed in and drove out the motley army of 
refugees, foreigners, and Chinese who had tried to recapture it 

Japan insists that Manchukuo is an entirely legitimate and 
pendent state. In the same way, Russia agreed, in 1924, that 
Mongolia belonged to China. 

But despite both these assertions. Manchukuo does what Tokio says, 
and Outer Mongolia does what Moscow says. Pu Yi, Manchukuo’'s

Finding that the explosion 

| which wrecked the Imperial mine 
at Coalhurst on Dec, 9 last and 
cost 16 miners their lives, was 
caused by gas which had formed 
at the cave or overcast and came 
from old workings of the mine, 
Mr. Justice H. W. Lunnecy, who 
conducted the investigation into 
the disaster, stresses the fact that 
“The safest remedy for a possible | 
recurrence of such a catastrophe 
is to have plenty of ventilation 
passing through the ends of the 
old workings.” 

His Lordship's report on the in 

tigation has been filed with Hon. | 
J. W. Hugill, K.C,, attorney g‘neral 
and acting premier 

Mr. Jusiice Lunney also point 
out that “Particular attention should 
be paid also to doorways such as i 
that mentioned on the airways 
cross-cut and such opening should | 
be checked frequtntly to see that | } 
the passage of air through the 
mine is not short-circuited.”
